4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 8,9,13 and 1 4 (and their dependents) the prior art fails to explicitly disclose 
"determining whether an authentication key is expect to be present in an open field of 
the electronic mail" in combination with the remainder of the claimed limitations. With 
respect to claims 6, 7 and 16 the prior art fails to teach "storing an authentication key in 
a memory of a recipient of the electronic mail... "and "reading the stored authentication 
key from the address at the memory of the recipient, and comparing the authentication 
key with the stored authentication key..." in combination with the remainder of the 
claimed limitations.
